This 
film will have its western

This is the fourth Scandi¬ 
navian country to be filmed 
by Mrs. Parker, who will de¬ 
part for Canada and eastern 
United States this coming 
October to present pro¬ 
grams on Norway, Sweden 
and Denmark. The fifth 
Scandinavian country of Ice¬ 
land is on her agenda for 
film production in the sum¬ 
mer of 1966. It is quite 
unique for anyone in the 
film lecture field to con- i 
fine themselves to just one 
area of the world, but 
Hjordis Parker feels that 
since she is Scandinavian 
by birth and keeps in con¬ 
stant contact with these 
countries, that she is able 
to present a higher quality 
show than if she filmed 
areas with which she was 
less familiar. 

The last two weeks of her 
trip were spent visiting 
friends and relatives in 
Norway and taking some 
documentary footage in 
Sweden on the restoring of 
the ancient warship, Vasa. 
She represented Sweden at 
the World’s Fair in Seattle 
with her film on the raising 
of this ship. 

While in Finland, she felt 
that she had to try a genu¬ 
ine “sauna”and found it a 
very delightful experience, 
although a little frightening 
at first. Her Finnish lady 
companion, who was very 
proud of her progress in 
speaking English, was not 
only able to keep her posted 
on what to do next, but at 
the same time had an ex¬ 
cellent opportunity to prac¬ 
tice her English. The ther¬ 
mometer in the suana read 
105 degrees centigrade, 
which is equivalent to 221 
degrees Fahrenheit. She 
said, “When you begin to 
expire, we can take a swim 
in the river.”

Police Chief Bale 
Requests Back To 
School Safety 

The schools are opening 
soon. Police Chief James 
Bale requests the coopera¬ 
tion of all ciitzens to make 
the coming year a safe one 
for our children. 

One out of three traffic 
fatalities is a pedestrian. 
This shocking statistic can 
be changed only by motor¬ 
ists who drive with caution 
and consideration. Traffic 
regulations, and their strict 
enforcement, are for your 
protection. If everyone will 
practice the following “Sim¬ 
ple Guides to Safety,” the 
possibility of our children 
being killed or seriously in¬ 
jured will be greatly re¬ 
duced. 

If you drive your child to 
school, always let him out 
on the school side of the 
street next to the curb. Do 
not double park or stop in 
a crosswalk, as these prac¬ 
tices are illegal, dangerous 
and inconsiderate. 

If your child walks to 
school, determine the safest 
route using crosswalks and, 
when passible, the aid of a 
“Crossing Guard. Walk to 
school with him until you 
are certain he knows and 
understands the route and 
the necessity for safety. 
Teach him to stop on the 
curb and look in all direc¬ 
tions before crossing, and 
then walk, not run, across 
the street. 

If your child rides a bi¬ 
cycle, be sure it is the prop¬ 
er size for him, and is in 
good mechanical condition.

A new method of checking 
out books at the Sierra Ma- 
dre Public Library went into 
effect on Sept. 3. Under this 
system, books charged under 
your name will be recorded 
on microfilm.

Frosted Glass 


Do Nothing Or Do Good? 


Many a Congress has been horsewhipped by an angry 
President because it failed to enact much ot his program. 
Harry Truman had a field day doing that. A good many 
people, however, haven’t always been able to go along 
with the rather widely held theory that a do-nothing 
Congress is a no-good Congress. Two recent statements 
illustrate varying aspects ot this dissent. 

U.S. News & World Report quotes one House mem¬ 
ber as saying, after a visit to his constituents: “My people 
don’t want a lot of legislation. They are fat, dumb and 
happy. They don’t know what is going on in Washington, 
and don’t want to know. They think there are too many 
laws. Maybe we ought to go on a repealing spree and get 
rid of some we already have on the books.” 

U.S. Senator J. Glenn Beall, of Maryland, put it this 
way: “By some distorted logic the merit of a legislative 
session has come to be judged by the number of laws en¬ 
acted. If these are numerous, Congress is thought to have 
done well; if the number ot bills side-tracked is high, the 
session is deemed a failure .... The true measure of a 
Congress could very well be the measure of bad bills it 
refuses to pass.” 

In other words, doing nothing sometimes is the best 
way of doing something.
